Mr. Editor. Dear Sir: I would like to

tay a few words in explanation of the ar-

ticle to milk producers of Barre and vi

cinity, which appeared in The Times on

July 19th. I did not write this article
myself, and through some misunder-

standing the statement is not exactly as
1 intended it should be when I consented
to its publication in my. name. My milk,
for tho hut six months, netted me from
34 to 4 cents per quart, according to the
prices paid for butter. The value of the
skim milk, cent per .quart, is not in
audition to this.

This article was not written to of
fend Mr. Dodge or anyone else, but sim-

ply that people might not be misled by
the report of my having offered to de-

liver my milk to the city for three cents
per quart, and that they might know
the reasons why I had not and would
not make such an offer.

In Mr. Dodge's query in your paper of
July 23rd, he had not made a fair com-

putation. If he rises the highest price
for milk quoted, 4 cents per quart, let
him also use the highest price paid for
butterfut, which in the last six months
was 35 cents. The result thus obtained
will not be unreasonable. The average
price for the six months was BO cents,
a our creamery records will show.

Mr. Dodge's closing remarks I consider
as an insult, not only to myself, but to
our butter-make- r and to everyone inter-
ested in the management of the cream-

ery.
Washington creamery is a corporation

managed by five directors who are elect-
ed by the stockholders. It is not oper-
ated by a company or an individual as
a money-makin- g concern, and in the
eleven years or more in wjiich it has
been in operation, has never to my
knowledge shown the least partiality
for any patron, but has endeavored to
treat everyone in a fair and honest man-
ner.

In answer to his query to other pa-
trons, I am requested to say, the cream-

ery records will prove that many patrons
arc getting better results than' I am.

Mr. Dodge plainly insinuates in his
query that our creamery is dishonest in
its management. Is this insinuation in-

tentional? If so, 1 demand an apology,
and if not, then what does he mean? I
would like and explanation.

on this spot, the preservation of the
house being no part of the plans of the
commission. The appropriation i $1,000
but in order to secure the land and then
purchase a suitable marker more money
than that will be Deeded.

CASPIAN LAKE.

Article on Summer Resort Favored by
, Barre Feople.

Greensboro, July 30. This charming
and healthful place, nestled in the Ver
mont hills on the shores of Caspian
lake, lias now become the most popular
of all Vermont's summer resorts, and
more than 700 persons come here every
season with more or less regularity.
There are today over 100 cottages
around the lake, moft of them owned
by widely scattered liusiness 'meti and
professional men who come here every
year and etay throughout tho summer.

Picture a lake one and one-hal- f mile
wido by 'three miles Inrtg, of great
depth, situated in tho "V of the Green
mountain, fed nlniont entirely bv

springs, over 1,500 feet above sea level,
and one has Caspian lake. It is the
highest body of water in the state, and
from its shores ono can see the highest
farm in the state. The Indians who
dwelt upon its shores called it "Lake
Beautiful, and this place had its In-

dian fights and Indian legends.
The first visitor to discover tho beau

ties of the place and the excellence of
the earlier fishing was Avery (. Wheel
er of Kandolph, Vt., who came hero
regularly .for more than '.10 years. Only
this summer he bussed over the "great
divide," and died where he had often
expressed the hope be might die on
the shores of the hike.
